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Claim Objections 
Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

1 . Claims 2-7 appears to be dependent claims and these claims must refer to 
preceding independent claim 1 . 

A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim 
refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any 
claim which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, 
applicant's sequence will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

2. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely 
together, making reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute claims with lines 
one and one-half or double spaced on good quality paper are required. See 37 

CFR l^pi^to^riate correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12:

Claims 1-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Pelz (3,549,300). Pelz discloses a 
golf club with user alignment marks comprising plurality of index marks 42 where a user 
select one of the index marks 42 for alignment with index mark 28. which is formed on 
the top portion of the club head. (Figures 2-6, and Col. 3, lines 14-66). With respect to 
the alignment mark on the center top of the putter head, Official Notice is taken that it is 
known in the art to provide plurality of alignment marks on the top surface of the putter 
head including alignment mark in the center top of the head and it would be obvious to 
do so here in order to provide alignment of the club face center against the ball center of 
percussion.
